bliſhment ofthe Rights, Liberties and Peace of the reſt of 

Chriftendom, ſo much at this time Invaded and Diſturbed, with the con- 

tinual Hazards, to which His A Sacred Perlon 1s thereby expoſed; 

As 
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As likewiſe the Dangers which do thence threaten this Kingdom, and al! 
that can be dear to His Majeſties good Subjefts therein, either as Chriſti- 
ans, or Men, both by Invaſion trom abroad, and the froward Dilaffecti- 
on, and reſtleſs Machinations of evil and unnatural Countrey-men at home; 
And how mach ic is the Duty and Intereſt of all good Men, for theſe 
Cauſes, and onthis Occaſion, to implore the Mercy, Favour and Blefling 
of Almighty GOD, for Preſervation of His Majeities Royal Perion, and 
Directing, Aſſiſting and Proſpering Him in all his Councils and Under- 
takings : And more eſpecially, that GOD would countenance and afliſt 
Him in the preſent War, give Him Succeſs ro His Arms by Sea and 
Land, and defeat all the Deſigns, Councils and Prattices of His ſecret 
and open Enemies, both at Home and Abroad, for the Preſervation of 
the True Proteſtant Religion, ſecuring the Safety of thele Kingdoms, and 
the happy reſtoring the Peace of Exrope. And the Synod of Lothian ad 
Tweddale, now met at Edizburg?, having made Application to my Lord 
Commiſſioner forthis end : Theretore His Majeſty, with Advice and 
Conſent of the {aid Eſtates of Parliament, doth hereby Command and Ap- 
point, that the ſecond Thurſday of Jane next, being the thirteenth day 
of the (aid Moneth, be ſera part as a day of ſolemn Faſting and Humilia- 
tion, for making Prayers and Supplications to GOD, for the Ends above- 
mentianed; 4nd that the ſaid day beReligioufly and Strictly Obterved by 
all Perſons .within this Kingdom 5 And Ordains all Mimiſters to read 
theſe preſents publickly in {their Congregations a Sunday at leaſt before 
the ſaid ſecond Thurſday of Juxe next, appointed for IRON faid 
Faſt; Certifying ſuch of the Leidggs whoſhall not give due Obedience, or 
ſhall Contemn or Negle& the Keeping and Obſerving the ſaid Day and 
Duties, that they ſhall be proceeded againſt by Fyning, not exceeding 
One hundred Pounds Scots Money, And Warrands and Commands the 
Sheriffs, Stewarts of Stewartries, Lords and Baillies of Regalities, and 
their Deputs, Juſtices of Peace, Magiftrats of Burghs, within their ſeve- 
ral Juriſdictions, to proceed againſt the perſons guilty, and exa& the 
Fines accordingly, tobe applyed, the one half to the Judge, and the o- 
ther half ro the Poor of the Paroch 5 And certifying {ſuch Miniſters as 
ſhall failin their Duty, in not reading this Proclamation, and obſerving 
the Dutiestherein preſcribed, they ſhall be proceſſed before the Lords of 
His Majeſties Privy Council. And hereby requires all Sheriffs, Stew- 
arts, Lords and Baillies of Regalites, and their Deputs, Juſtices of Peace, 
Magiſtrates of Burghs, and their Clerks, to make Report to the Lords of 
His Majeſties Privy Council, of thele Miniſters who ſhall fail of their Duty 
herein. And Ordains theſePreſentsto be Printed,and Publiſhed at the Mer- 
cat Croſsof Edinburgh, and hail remanent Crofles of the Head Burghs of the 
ſeveral Shires, and Stewartrics within this Kingdom,that none may pretend 

Ignorance: And that Copies be diſpatched in the uſual manner, to the 
| Sheriffs and Stewarts, Baillies of Regalities, or their Deputs, and Magi- 
ſtrats of Burghs; as likewiſe to all Minifters, that they may ſerroufly exhort 
all Perſons to afincere and devoutObſervance of the Premifſes.

JISMAJESTY, with the Advice and Conſent of 
the Eſtates of Parliament, finding it neceflary that 
the order of ſummonding private Parties to appear 
before them be cleared and regulat, Do theretore 


ſummonding privat Parties, in Actions raiſed either 
before, or during the ſitting of the Parliament, ſhall 
be for hereafter, and from the Day and Date here- 
of in this manner, viz. That in proſecution of Proteſts for remeid of 
Law, the Party at whoſe inſtances Summonds is to be granted, may give 
fda bis Bill, containing the matter of his Cauſe or Complaint, Signed by 
himſelf, or an Advacat for him, which being ſubſcribed by one of the ſix 
_ Clerks of Parliament, and preſented before the fitting of the Parliar-ent, 
to any of the Officers of State, or thetime of the fitting of the Parliament 
to the Lord Chancellor, -or Preſident of the Parliament for the time, or 
any of the ſaid Officers of State, the ſame may be by them paſt in Courſe, 
and that asto all other Cauſes that may be brought beforethe Parliament, 
Summonds and Warrands for Citation ſhall for hereafter only be granted 
by deliverance either of Parliament in time of Parliament, or of the Lords 
of Seſſion upon a ſummar Citation, to abide neither Continuation or Roll 
in preſentia, in the Receſſes and Intervalls of Parliament, upon a Bill con- 
taining Subſcribed and Preſented as above,and no otherwiſe: which War- 
rands for Citation being granted, Summonds in His Majeſties Name 
{hal be thereon directed, to Macers,if the Party cited be within the Town 
of Edinburgh, tor ſummonding the ſaid Party, if within the ſaid Town of 
Elinbureh, on fourty eight hours, and if elle where within the Kingdom, 
C excepting Orkeny and Zetland ) upon fifteen days warning, or if in Ork- 
ay or Zetland, upon fourty daysperſonally, or at his dwelling Houle ;or 
if without the Kingdom, upon fixty days warning, at the Mercat Croſle 
of ,Edinbrgh and-Peer and Shoar of Leith, to compear before His Maje-

be appointed ro meet, or {ball be met for the time, with continuation of 
days, and with certification. And allo, for tummonding of Witneſſes, as 
is uſual before the Lords of Council and Sefſtion, which Summonds to be

liament one or more ſhall happen to interveen, betwixt the giving of Ci- 
rations, in manner forelaid, andthe day of Compearance,the foreſaid Sum- 
monds ſhall nevertheleſs {till ſrand in force, for obliging the Parties and 
Witneſſes ſummoned to compearat the day to which the Parliament ſhall 
be adjourned, and when ever the ſame ſhal firſt meet. ' And furder, it 
15 hereby declared, that at the ſaid day of Compearance before the Parli-

2 Purchaſers of Bankrupts Eſtates, after the ſpace of one 
0s * year, counting from the Decreet of Sale, and to ſuch as 
have obtained Decreets of Sale, after the Term of Wh1;1/ unday one thou- 
ſand fix hundred and ninety fix years, to conſign the whole Price offe- 
red, with the Annualrent due at the time of the Confſignation, or ſo much 
thereof, as remains 1n the hands of the Purchaſer, over and above what 
1s warrantably payed to Creditors preferred by the Lords of Seffion, in 
the hands of the Magiſtrats and Town Council of Edi»bargh and their 
Theiaurer for the time, who are hereby obliged and. ordained to receive 
the ſame, upon their Receipt in the Terms after-mentioned : And for 
the greater benefit of the Creditors, are further allowed to keepin their

== He Eſtates of Parliament taking into their Conſideration, 
= the Dangers that ſtill thereaten this Kingdom, by reaſon of 
the Continuance of the preſent War, which viſibly re- 
- quire the keeping up of the ſtanding Forces, and the 
Supplies neceſlary for their Maintainance ; Do therefore 
humbly and cheerfully for themſelves, and in name of 
this Kingdom whom they repreſent, make offer to His Majeſty of a Sup- 
ply of Four hundred thirty two thouſand Pound, extending to fix Months 
Ceſs ; which new Supply, is to be raiſed and uplifted out of the Land- 
rent of this Kingdom 1n the ſame manner, and conform to the Proportions 
of the Shires and Burghs contained in the }fixth A& of the ſecond Seffion 
of this Current Parliament, dated the ſeventh day of Fare 1690, provid- 
ing always that the Proportions of Burghs, be rated and payed as their 
Tax-roll now is, or ſhall be ſettled by themſelves ; and this Supply to be 
payed in two parts, either anſwering to three Months Cels, iz.

&& of Goods or Merchandiſe to whatſomever Kingdoms, Countries, or 
parts of the World, not being in War with His Majeſty,where Trade is 
in uſe to be, or may be followed, and particularly, beſide the Kingdoms 
and Countreys of Eyrope, to the Eaſt and Weſt-Iudies, the Streights,and 
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to Trade in the Me-diterraniar, or upon the Coaſt of Africa, or in the 
Northern parts, or ellewhere as abovez Which Societies and Companies 
being ContraCed and encered into, upon the terms and inthe uſual man.

Oaths, for not obeying Ats, Proclamations and Orders thereanent, 
Reſetting or Converſing with Rebels, for the Cauſes foreſaid, refuſing to 
depone in Lybels againſt themſelves, in Capital Caſes, albeit reſtricted to 
an Arbitrary Puniſhment; with all Hornings, Denunciations and Inter- 
communings, given, pronounced, and iflued furth in Parliament, or b 

an other Court or Commiſſion againſt any perſons, for the ſaids Cauſes, 
are expreſly diſcharged : And further, that by the foreſaid Act, it was 
remitted to the Commiſſion,appointed for Fines and Forefaultures,tocon- 
fider the Grounds of Repetition of ſuch of the ſaid Fines as were payed to 
Donators, or others having Right fromthem, and other privat Parties: 
And alſo conſidering that the ſaid Commiſhon hath given no Deciſion or

N on to the Government; And withall defirons, 
2 | that in the firſtplace, all gentle and cafie Me- 
thods ſhould be uſed to reclaim men to their 
Duty, whereby the preſent Eſtabliſhment of 
this Church, may be more happily preſer- 
ved, the knowledge of the Truth, with the 
praQtice of true Piety more ſucceſsfully advanced, and the peace and 


uiet of the Kingdom more effeually ſettled : Hath thought good to 
allow, and with Advice and Conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, here- 
by allowes to all Miniſters that were at the time-of His Mafſties happy 
Acceſſion to the Crown, and have fince continued aQual Miniſters in par- 
ticular Paroches,and no Sentence either of Depoſition or Deprivation paſt 
againſt them, and have not yetQualifed themlſelves,conform to the A& of 
Parliament 1693, Intituled, A# for taking the Oath of Allegiance and the 
Aſſurance,a new and farder day,viz. the firſt of September in this preſent 
year 1698, to come iN and take the ſaid Oath of Allegiance, and to ſub- 
{cribe- the ſame with the Afurance berwixt and the faid day, and that 
eather before the Sheriff, or Sheriff-Deput of the Shires, or the Provoſt 
of Baillies of the reſpe&ive Borghs, or any other Inferior Magiſtrar of 
the Bounds where they live, or before any Privy Counſellor, with a 


Certificat 
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Certificat under the hand of the ſaid inferior Judges, or Privy Coun'el- 
lor, to be reported to the Lords of His Majeſties privy Council, or their 
Clerk, within the ſpace of twenty one days after the date of the ſaid Certi- 
ficat : Declaring,tbar all (uch asſhal duely come n and qualifie themſelves 
as {aid 1s,and ſhal behave themſelves worthily in Dofrine, Life, and Con- 
verlation as becomes Miniſters of the Goſpel, ſhall have and enjoy His 
Majeſties Protection, as to their reſpective Kirks and Benefices, or Sti- 
pends, they always containing themſelves within the Limits of their Pa- 
ſtoral Charge within their ſaid Paroches, without offering to Exerce any 
power, either of Licenſing, or Ordaining Miniſters, or any part of Go- 
vernment in General Afemblies, Synods, or Presbytries, unleſs they be 
firſt duely aſſumed by a competent Church Judicatory; in which Caſe,it is 
hereby farder declared, that the foreſaid Miniſters firſt qualifying them- 
ſelves as above, may be aflumed by the reſpeftive Church Judicatoriesto 
oe they belong, and ſhall apply to partake with them in the preſent 
abliſhed Government thereof : Providing nevertheleſs, that as the ſaid 
Miniſters who {hal qualifie themſelves as ſaid 1s,are left free to apply or not,

And His Majeſty being purpoſed, that 
His Grace ſhall be (till patent to all 3 doth furder Declare and Statute 
with conſent foreſaid, that at what time ſoever any Miniſter, either 
ſetled in a Church, or not, ſhall upon Application, be judged fit to be 
aſſumed by any competent Church Judicatory, as faid is, the foreſiid Mi- 
niſter, upon a Certificat thereof from the ſaid Judicatory, ſhall be ad- 
mitted and allowed to qualifie himſelf, by taking the Oath of Allegiance 
and ſubſcribing the ſame with the Aſſurance in manner foreſaid, albeit the 
ſaid firſt of September be paſt and elapſed. And His Majeſty with Con- 
ſ-nt forefaid, Allows, Declares, and Statutes as above, any thing in the 
foreſaid A& 1693, orin the other Act of the ſame Seſſion of Parliament, 
Iotituled, AG for ſettling the Quiet and Peace of the Church, notwithſtan- 
ding. And His Majeſty with Conſent toreſaid,ftor the greater Encourage- 
ment of all Miniſters of the Goſpel, not only ratifies the A& of Parlta« 
ment 1669, forbidding all Suſpenſions of ſpecial Decreets and Charges 
for Miniſters Stipends, or the Rents of their Benefices, except on pro- 
duction of Diſcharges, or upon Confignation in manner therein provided: 
But furder Statutes and Ordains, that there be no Advocation, or Sift of 
Proceſs. granted of Actions for the ſaid Stipends, or Rents of Benefices, 
when purſued before inferior Judges, and that in the cafe of a Decreet, 
there be neither Suſpenſion nor Siſt of Execution granted,except on produ-
